Direction was given to staff to come back to Council with procedures for handling requests to
createtrust fund use agreementsin the future.

67. Authorize negotiation and execution of an interlocal agreement with the Capita Metropolitan
Transportation Authority for receipt and administration of afederal grant from the Surface Transportation
Program Metropolitan Mobility program awarded by the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning
Organization to the City to perform project development studies and engineering for the Urban Rail
Program in the amount of $4,000,000.

Direction was given to staff to come back with details on how the $4,000,000 will be spent.

69. Approve an ordinance amending Ordinance 20120412-021 relating to pedicabs, by extending the
moratorium on new pedicab permits until April 23, 2014.
